The Europe Challenge: First meeting of Meet, Eat, Art 


The Europe Challenge was set up with the 
aim to identify and, help address democratic 
social issues in communities. Libraries from 
across Europe were invited to bid for funds 
to hold events supporting this aim. Bar Hill 
library bid for the funding on the basis that 
asylum seekers residing at the hotel were 
socially isolated and lonely, and it was the 
only library in Cambridgeshire to be 
successful. The proposal was to hold 
monthly free events where hotel residents 
and Bar Hill residents would meet to cook 
and share food, and afterwards enjoy a 
musical or drama presentation. The project 
will run until September. It is hoped that a 
different group will volunteer to cook each 
month, the idea being to try new foods from 
other cultures. 

I went along to the first of these events on 
Saturday 27th April.On arrival, I found a 
lively team of ladies from Iran, who had 
been cooking enthusiastically in the Octagon 


kitchen since early morning. The food being 
prepared was traditional Iranian food. I 
spoke to Mo, a Cambridgeshire librarian 
who came to the UK from Iran in 1978, to 
learn English. Mo felt so settled in the UK 
he decided to stay, and later, married an 
English woman." This type of food is not 
usually found in restaurants in Iran. It would 
be prepared at home by the women, using 
recipes handed down through the 
generations”, Mo explained. Familiar 
ingredients were used to create the dishes, 
such as lentils, beans, pasta, onions, garlic, 
aubergine and meat.The dishes were then 
served on large platters, garnished with 
yogurt, mint and crispy onions arranged in 
lattice patterns. The food is served with 
plain and saffron rice, presented in bright 
yellow and white stripes, and accompanied 
by colourful salads of red onion, cucumber 
and tomatoes. Delicious combinations of 
hearty food that the hotel residents have 


sorely missed 
since having to 
flee their own 
country.

After enjoying a 
tasty meal, I 
spoke to 
District Library 
Manager 
Shelley Hale, who explained more about 
their efforts to help the hotel residents 
integrate into our community. "When the 
hotel residents first arrived, Bar Hill library 
organised welcome events including stay 
and play, lego and rhyme time." she 
explained "The library is more than books it 
is also a trusted, neutral, safe and welcoming 
space." 


There are 270 residents currently at the 
hotel, consisting of women and children or 
families. There are seventeen different 
spoken languages amongst the residents. 
Cambridgeshire Skills provide some English 
lessons.There are no cooking facilities at the 
hotel, therefore no opportunity for residents 
to cook their own country's cuisine. Instead, 
meals are provided by SERCO. One Iranian 
lady told me "The food in the hotel is 
mostly Indian, which is too spicy for us to 
eat." Many residents now undertake 
voluntary work locally. 


The session ended with a rousing 
performance by "Shake, Rattle and Roll". 
There was dancing and singing to some 
familiar tunes and later the audience joined 
in with some drumming.

Focus on NHS dentistry 

Cambridgeshire NHS has put in place a local 
Dental Improvement Plan, and identified the 
areas of the county most in need as being 
Fenland, Littleport, Ely, and Peterborough. 
Following problems with primary care in 
relation to Sutton’s GP service, the county’s 
Committee discussed the issues arising in 
June. NHS Cambridgeshire also carried out 
a post-action review. 


The vulnerability of the entire NHS system 
was very evident, mostly due to workforce 
constraints including shortages and 
emigration. The Washington Post had 
recently led with the headline How the UK 
became a terrible place to be a doctor. Of the 
88 GP practices in Cambridgeshire, thirteen 
were rated red in terms of vulnerability, and 
only fifteen or sixteen rated green. It was 
observed that this left a large number of 
practices in the amber category. 


Composition of the County Council 
The Liberal Democrats are the largest group 
on the County Council for the first time ever, 
with 23 councillors, while the Conservatives 
have 22, having lost 6 members since the 
2021 elections. 3 now sit as ‘unaligned’ 
members, one has joined the Independent 


group which is part of the Joint 
Administration, and there was a by election 
in Yaxley, which was won by the Liberal 
Democrats. Thus the Joint Administration is 
still in control of the Council, with an 
increased majority.

This is a 
step up from a healthy schools award, and 
recognised the work being carried out to 
enhance health and well-being.

Measles 

Measles cases in England are rising. Measles 
is an infection that spreads very easily and 
can cause serious problems in some people. 
Having the MMR vaccine is the best way to 
prevent it and protect our communities. 
Measles symptoms include: high fever, sore, 
red, watery eyes: coughing; aching and 
feeling generally unwell; a blotchy red 
brown rash, which usually appears after 
initial symptoms. If you have symptoms of 
measles, stay at home and phone your GP or 
NHS 111 for advice. Stay away from GP 
surgeries and A&E departments. Stay off 
nursery, school, or work for at least 4 days 
from when the rash first appears. It’s never 
too late to be vaccinated. You need two 
doses of the MMR vaccine to be fully

Travel Information 

If you are planning to travel abroad please 
consider whether you will require any 
vaccinations. By booking a Travel Clinic 
appointment (at least six weeks before your 
date of travel) with one of our practice 
nurses, they can offer a general travel 
consultation with advice. They are also able 
to administer the following vaccinations 
(free of charge): Hepatitis A, Typhoid, 
Tetnus Diptheria & Polio and the MMR. For 
any other vaccinations we would 
recommend you attend MASTA, a private 
travel clinic, located on Hills Road in 
Cambridge. 


Please plan ahead and make sure you have 
enough medication to last for your time 
away. And, just in case of emergency, we 
would advise that you take a list of your 
repeat medication with you. 


Finally, just a reminder that the GP is unable 
to sign (as proof of identification) any 
passport applications and they will not write 
‘Fit to Travel/Fly’ letter for our patients.
